Chicago. The tax returns from which the data was obtained 
are in a group of approximately 200 returns requested 
by the Task Force located in the United States Attorney’s 
Office, Chicago. The'returns were obtained by the Task 
Force from a list of names of hoodlum subjects obtained 
from the Washington, D. C. headquarters of the Task Force. 
1967 returns are the latest available at this time. 

The ostensible purpose of the review was to de¬ 
termine which subjects are claiming home mortgage-interest 
expense deductions. 


The review was made as part of a project to 
determine which hoodlums have obtained loans from Federal 
Savings and Loan Associations. Title 18, United States 
Code,_ Section 1014 covers Federal Savings and Loan Associat¬ 
ions asnd prohibits making of false statements to such 
institutions for the purpose of influencing any action. 
Penalty i-s $5,000 fine or two years or both. 

Since the purpose of the review was to merely 
identify subject’s with home mortgages and if possible 
the S&L holding the mortgage, and the fact the IRS regula¬ 
tions prohibit disclosure of tax information.
